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On Plate II of the Illustrated History of the United States 
Mint, by George G. Evans, Philadelphia, 1885, there is an intended 
representation of the Good Samaritan shilling which shows the 
obverse of Wyatt's copy of the Good Samaritan shilling combined 
with the obverse of Wyatt’s copy of the Oak Tree shilling. There 
is a statement, on page 72, that two unique varieties exist and 
that they are supposed to be pattern pieces struck at the origin 
of the Mint of Massachusetts colony.
